2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Applicant's provide an inventive concept wherein a customer's terminal station is 
connected to a first bank system via an open network and the first bank system is 
connected to a second bank via and inter-network the customer having an existing bank 
account in the second bank system and attempting to newly open a bank account in the 
first bank system. Applicant's inventive concept is novel and innovative in the sense that 
is the first bank requesting confirmation of an existing account in the second bank and 
opening a new bank account base on the confirmation of the existing bank account and 
wherein the first bank account authenticates the customer based at the confirmation. The 
closet prior art Nel teaches an inventive concept of transferring funds electronically 
between a firsts financial institution and a second institution. However, Nel fails to teach 
a first bank requesting confirmation of an existing account in the second bank and 
opening a new bank account base on the confirmation of the existing bank account and 
wherein the first bank account authenticates the customer based at the confirmation. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
